Used by employees of the Rural Development Administration who are authorized to accept collections. Used by District
Office and County Office employee to transmit miscellaneous collections to the Finance Office (FO), and advise the FO of the
purpose and disposition of the collections.

Sales
commission and selling expense will be identified only if deducted from amount of payment.

NOTE:  When the credit is to the Advice Number, send the payment as a Miscellaneous Collection using Form RD 1944-9.
If the credit is to the new (or old) borrower, the collection is a Regular payment and should be entered under the borrower’s
case humber and project number through a field office terminal.

(13) GROSS COLLECTIONS: Enter the total cash remitted as part of this transmittal. This total must agree with the
total Remittance shown in Item (15) unless this transmittal is part of a collection shown on another transmittal

(14) FEES: Complete this part if money order or bank drafts are purchased as part of this collection. Enter the amount of fees.

(15) TOTAL REMITTANCE: Enter the total cash remitted. This total must agree with the Gross Collections in (Item 13), minus
fees. If this collection is part of a total collection shown on another transmittal, enter N/A.
